He was brought 
to Paris and placed in jail where he 
remained until taken by the officer to 
Georgetown.

News of the death of Mr. George H. 
Shawhan, which occurred in Lone 
Jack, Mo., has [been .received in this 
city.

It may often occur, however, that 
the hen will not have been properly 
treated, and also the lice and mites 
will be found on the young, and in 
order that the poults may live and 
thrive, they must be freed of thees 
enemies. As soon as the young are 
ready to leave the nest they must be 
examined carefully for lice, which 
may be on the top of the head, under 
the throat or about the wings or 
vent. Some of them are gray in color 
and difficult to see. 

They may be destroyed by the use 
of sweet oil, rubbing a small amount 
upon the head and throat; insect pow- 
der is sufficient for the other parts 
of the body.

vanized tin, with a hollow tube 
through the center of such a size that 
heat from a lamp can be turned in 
with an elbow. On the top of the cyl- 
inder there should be a screw plug for 
putting in water. The tank when filled 
with water is heated by the hot air in 
the hollow tube. This center tube 
should be long enough to extend 
through the brooder box and to the 
lamp set outside. The box should be 
carpeted with paper or litter, the tank 
put in place and filled with boiling 
water, the lamp put in position and 
the brooder allowed to warm up be- 
fore ^he cjiicks are put in. When in 
position the cylinder should be two 
inches from the bottom. After the 
heat is up the lamp may be turned 
very low. If the chicks are too warm 
the cover may be raised *and a stick 
slipped under the edge to give more 
air. Don't overcrowd. Give planty of 
warm water in cold weather. Don't 
overheat. Give plenty of grit. Keep 
clean. It's a joy to raise chickens by 
this method, and these brooders if 
properly cared for will last for years. 



Remedy for Diarrhoea. 

When simple remedies fail to cor- 
rect diarrhoea in birds, give the fol- 
lowing: Subnitrate of bismuth, one tc 
four grains twice each day, or pulver- 
ized cinnamon bark, two grains twice 
each day. The soft feed given the 
bird should be dry or as nearly dry as 
possible. In case the trouble is 
checked too abruptly, give from 20 to 
30 grains of salts in a tablespoonful 
of water. One or two grains of cal- 
omel in soft water is also a good cor- 
rective.

Feed dry feeds — no mashes. 

For the first feeds use plenty of 
dry oatmeal. 

Now is the best time to try your 
breeding stock. 

Chills, wet food and lack of sun- 
shine are the main causes of bowel 
trouble In chicks. 

Where the dropping boards are 
made of matched lumber the job of 
cleaning them is easier. 

This Is a good time to put a square 
of tar paper in the bottom of each 
nest bov for the benefit of lice. 

If a new poultry house is to be 
built this spring see if there isn't a 
sandy spot handy on which to locate 
it. 

If all the chickens and full-grown 
hens run together, the stronger chick- 
ens will get most of the feed and 
keep the others poor. 

In operating brooders remember 
that uniform beat should always be 
maintained. It is better to have a 
little too much heat than too little.

If you have kept a record of the 
cost of production and the sales you' 
will be able to tell whether or not 
your hens are paying. Hens that are 
laying an average of 50 or 60 per cent, 
are doing well and will make a good 
showing on the right side of the cash 
book. Any averages above that will 
be so much more gain and will more 
than justify keeping the birds. 

If they fall way below this mark 
you better investigate and find out 
the cause of the trouble. It may be 
that you have a poor strain of birds, 
that you are not feeding the right 
kinds of foods or in sufficient quan- 
tities, or that you are not giving them 
the proper attention that they must 
have in order to be great producers. 

Studying Needs of On e Breed. 

It is poor policy for a' beginner to 
endeavor to keep several breeds of 
poultry. The probabilities are that he 
will give them all like attention and 
food when they need to be treated 
according to their natural dispositions 
and peculiar needs. 

The results are that he will favor a 
certain breed because they do better 
for him, when in reality the others 
would have done just as well if they 
had received the treatment which was 
due them. Do not attempt too much, 
but select a breed and then a variety 
and stick to them. 



Discard Mongrels. 

Mongrel fowls should not be kept 
*or egg production because the eggs 
will be uniform neither in color nor 
1 size. This factor of Itself Is of enough 
'mportance to induce one to select a 
pure breed, even though the mongrels ! 
might possibly lay as well as the pure- 
bred fowls, but this is very doubtful.

Hen Will Take Better Car© of Poults 
Than Any Human Can — White 
Holland for Market. 

Choose the largest hens from your 
own flock keeping some of the old 
quiet ones and one or two young hens. 
Get a young torn from some neighbor 
that has a healthy flock. Never keep 
two toms on the same farm. The 
worst enemies turkeys have are crows, 
rats, coyotes and the cholera. 

Barrels or boxes filled one-third with 
straw, laid in the orchard and partly 
covered with brush make the best 
nests. Gather the eggs every evening 
until a hen wants to set. Then give 
her 16 to 18 eggs in her own nest and 
set all the other eggs under chickens 
at the same time. When hatched give 
all the turks to the turkey hen. 

When the next hen wants to set 
give her some eggs if there is a full 
setting, otherwise break her up by up- 
setting the box or barrel containing 
her nest. If not allowed to set a tur- 
key hen will lay three settings of eggs. 
Do not set any as late as July as the 
turks will only be a bother in cold 
weather. When hatched the hen may 
taken them to the alfalfa or wheat 
field and not come back to her nest. 
If so, let her go. She will take better.

Fattening Ration. 

W. A. Lippincolt, head of the poul- 
try department of the Kansas Agricul- 
tural college, gives the following as 
an excellent ration for fattening pur- 
poses: One part cornmeal, one part 
oat flour, one part barley meal, one 
part beef scrap, eight parts butter 
milk or skim milk. This makes what 
is called slop feed, as it is thin enough 
to pour.

Sour milk is an excellent feed for 
chicks. 

Lice increase very rapidly on the 
sitting hen. 

The chicks should not be fed the 
first day after hatching. 

A varilety in feeding is one way of 
keeping the flock in good condition. 

Cleanliness is the most important 
factor in the successful raising of 
poultry. 

A little salt in the food for the hens 
is an aid to digestion, and so keeps 
them well and vigorous. 

Lack of grit and overfeeding will 
cause idleness and stop the egg yield 
as quickly as anything else. 

It is best to salt the morning mash, 
but not more than one ounce for 100 
head of stock should be used. 

Ducks kept entirely on land, must 
have deep drinking vessels, so they 
can get their heads under water. 

The busy hen is the productive one; 
hence she should be so fed as to in- 
duce the greatest activity, if in con- 
finement. 

Ducks are practically immune from 
cholera, roup and gapes. Their fa- 
vorite diseases are spinal meningitis 
and paralysis. 

Give the chicks as much range as 
possible, even if you have to limit 
that of the old fowls. Exercise is a 
means of dewlopment. 

If it were not for lice, poultry rais- 
ing would be an easy matter. At the 
same time it is not difficult to rid the 
henhouses of this pest. 

The proportion of down-feathers on 
the legs, of Asiatic chicks when hatch- 
ed, indicates the amount of feathers 
they will have when matured. 

When the fowl acts dumpish, has a 
poor appetite, and seems generally 
out of sorts, it is best to pen it alone 
for a few days and give' a good physic. 

The poultry business has been spok- 
en of often as a get-rich-quick scheme 
but the people who have succeeded 
can testify that this has not always 
been the truth.
